tection to infant industrles,"went forth. 
The trouble was that people out west 
\\ere never able to find out when these 
infant industries were able to stand 
on their feet until they began to tramp 
all over other people's feet 
Still later 


the Republican party, as the behest 
of the manufacturers, continued the 
high tariff on the grounds that It was 
to pay the deficiency caused by the 
higher wages paid to American work- 
men 
The tariff did more. 
It paid 


he manufacturer all the cost of labor 
ind enough more to enable him to sell 
his products abroad at much less than 
s charged at home 
The only way 


the consumer can enjoy the benefits of 
he high tariff is to go abroad to con- 
sume these products 


This naturally led up to the trust 


question 
He showed how the two 


questions are closely related, as with- 
out the tariff 
protection the trusts 


ould not exist 
The trust question is 


peculiar one. If you don't go to it 


t will come to you. This he exempli- 
fied hy the meat trust. He said that 
his is the best trust of all, because it 
makea a man think in his stomach who 
von't think in his head.

business. These were promptly voted 
down In both Houses, showing it to be 
the policy of the Republican party to 
avoid in any manner interfering with 
the trusts In their work of robbing th* 
people. 


Again, if the Republican party was 


sincere in its professed desire to curb 
the trusts, there le now on the statute 
books an anti-trust law which has 
never been enforced and remains dead 
letter. 
This law contains a criminal 


statute whereby a violator may be im- 
prisoned for the period of one year. In 
commenting upon the penalty attached 
to the crime of robbing seventy mil- 
lions of people Mr. Bryan compared 
this to the many times heavier penalty 
for stealing a horse and remarked Jo- 
cosely that the Republican party had 
amended one of the commandment* to 
make It read "thou shall not steal ON 
A SMALL, SCALE." 


Mr. Bryan then discussed the eight- 


hour law, his attention having been 
atracted by the transparencies in the 
parade bearing this legend. 
He said 


he is, as he always was, in favor of 
shorter hours for labor. 


The coal strike was then referred to 


at length. He stated that the settle- 
ment would have been arrived at much 
sooner if Piesldent Roosevelt had stood 
upon the Kansas City platform 
He 


would not then have permitted himself 
to be insulted In the White House by 
the insolent coal barons. 
He would 


have applied the relief given by the 
laws which expressly provides that a 
railway company may not own a coal 
mine 
There are also provisions in 


the Inter-State law covering the of- 
fense of the operators 
Mr 
Bryan 


paid a glowing tribute to President 
Mitchell, of the coal miners. 


A comparison was made between 


the modest request of the coal miners 
for an arbitration commission and the 
Insolent demand of the coal barons for 
the standing army and government by 
Injunction. 
Here it was 
that 
the 


Piesldent was compelled to admit that 
he was helpless to deny the demands of 
the coal barons and It was not until 
public feeling became so intense that 
thej were forced to seek a compromise 
on the basis proposed by Mitchell. 


Government by injunction was de- 


nounced in unmeasured terms 
Atten- 


tion was called to the fact that even 
In these most trying times the Presi- 
dent dared not say one word against 
government by Injunction 


The subject of Imperialism was dis- 


cussed at great length and most elo- 
quently 
A parallel was drawn be- 


tween the case of Cuba and that of 
the Philippines and Porto Rica. 
Mr. 


Bryan was in Havana when the Amerl ? 
can government was succeeded by the 
Cuban 
He said that when the United 


States flag was lowered native soldiers 
rushed forward and caught it that its 
folds might not touch the ground 


The speaker said he would not give 


the life of one Nevada soldier for all 
the products of the Philippines. The 
purchase of

lands from Spain was denounced as 
an alliance with Spain

Mr. Bryan's address throughout was 


able, convincing and eloquent. He re- 
ceived the closest attention and re- 
ceived round after round of applause. 
His speech will long be remembered in
